But if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall be found Offenders againſt the above mentioned by-Lawes and Orders, it ſhall then be leſt to the Liberty of the 
Commander of the Ship, with the advice and conſent of his Officers, either to inſlict Corporal puniſhment, or receive and take the penalties aſore- 
ſaid, for their breach of the ſaid Laws before named: But if it ſhall happen that the ſaid Perſon or Perſons have not preſent Money to ſatisſie what 
is Ordered for their Offence, then it may be required, that he or they ſubſcribe their Names to the Purſet s Book, that it may be defaulked out of their
